Gompers, Morrison and Mitchell De 


dared to be in Contempt 


of Court 


Scathing Decision Against Union Labor— Had It 
Been Rendered Before Election Labor Vote Would 


Have Been Nearly Solid Against Taft. 


Washington, Dec. 23.— Samuel Gompers, president, 


Frank Morrison, secretary, and John Mitchell, vice presi- 
dent of ihe American Federation of Labor, were found 
guilty of, contempt of court in connection with the Buck 
Stove and-Eange company case this morning. They were 
sentenced to twelve,, nine and six months, respectively- 
, In the opinion rendered today, Justice Wright char: 
acterized ttie various utterances of the defendants 'with 
respect to the court as utter, rampant, insolent defiance, 
an unrefined, insulting, coarse affront, and a vulgar in- 
dignity. - 


The ca^e grew out of "the publication in the American 


Federationist, in its "Unfair List," of the name of the 
Buck Stove and Range. Co., of St. Louis, against which 
the union men had a grievance. Counsel for the Stove 
company secured an injunction against President Gom- 
pers and Ms associates, fo prevent further such refer- 
ences. After Justice Gould had issued the injunction, al- 
though the name was dropped from the "Unfair List," 
President Cornpers made repeated references to the case 
in a magazine and in a public speech, in which he criti- 
cised the court and declared Ms willingness to go to jail, if 
necessary, rather than keep silent on what he believed 
to be an invasion of the rights of organized labor. 


At the conclusion 'of the decision, Justice Wright 


paid: "It would seem not inappropriate for such a penal- 
ty as will serve to deter others from following after such 
outlawed examples. It will serve physically to impose 
obedience, and even though late, it will serve to vindicate 
the orderly power of judicial tribunals and to estabish
